REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's amendments, filed 1 1/05/10 have overcome the rejections of the prior office 
action mailed 10/01/10. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claims 92, 94-146, 152 and 153 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore 
to be allowable over the prior art of record. The present invention relates to a pharmaceutical 
formulation suitable for parenteral administration comprising: an amphiphilic drug selected from 
the group consisting of an anthracycline and an alkaloid; and a short-chain sphingolipid of a 
given formula. The pharmaceutical formulation or composition of the present invention is not 
taught or suggested in the prior art and is unobvious over the prior art. It should be noted that 
the use of trademark name in claim 146 is deemed as being proper since the trademark name is 
described in the specification and is used in the claim to identify a source of product or 
compound. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
